But the brewing industry worked 
out a plan by which it cooperate« 
with the public authorities to elim­ 
inate bad condition! in the minor­ 
ity of places whose conduct would 
reflect on the law-abiding majority. 


The beer people urge proprietors 
of retail places to conduct them 
properly and to obey the law. They 
urge consumers to cooperate, and 
ask the public generally to report 
law violations to the authorities. 
They send warnings to careless re­ 
tailers and if conditions are not 
corrected they take the case up 
with the authorities. Naturally the 
authorities and the public have wel­ 
comed this as an added force in 
building respect for law and order. 


T hat p rogram is now op erating 
in many states — and with the N a ­ 
tion at w ar, brewing industry o r­ 
ganizations coop erate with civil 
and military authorities to assure 
g ood conditions 
in beer outlets 
arou nd the arm y camp s and navai 
stations. 


Somehow, to me, th a t’s a mighty 
im p ortant, p u blic-sp irited effort. 
I don’t know of anything like it 
ever having been tried before. If 
p eop le re a lly help th e brew ers 
with that p rogram they’ll be doing 
a great thing for the cou ntry.

Beer itself is naturally a bever­ 
age of moderation. Yet, all too 
often, people are inclined to blame 
beer wrongly for any misconduct 
of the customer or the proprietor 
in a place licensed to sell beer.

So, the brewer* got together to 
see what they could do about this. 
They weren’t really responsible for 
their retailers . . . in fact, they’re 
not allowed to control retailers. 
But the brewing industry worked 
out a plan by which it cooperates 
with the public authorities to elim­ 
inate had conditions in the minor­ 
ity of places whose conduct would 
reflect on the law-abiding majority. 


The beer people urge proprietor* 
of retail places to conduct them 
properly and to obey the law. They 
urge consumers to cooperate, and 
ask the public generally to report ft 
law violations to the authorities. 
They send warnings to careless re­ 
tailer* and if condition* are not 
corrected they take the case up 
with the authorities. Naturally the 
authorities and the public have wet- 9 
corned this as an added force in 
building respect for law and order. 


That program is now operating 
in many state* — and with the Na- ^ 
tion at war, brewing industry or- ™ 
ganization* cooperate with civil 
and m ilitary authorities to assure 
good condition* in beer outlets 
around the army camps and naval 
stations. 


Somehow, to me, th*t*s a mighty ^ 
im portant, public-spirited effort. 
I don’t know of anything like it 
ever having been tried before. If 
people really halp the brew ers 
with that program they'll be doing 
a great thing for tha country.

Progress in Treating 
Various Speech Defects

THERE ARE many different 
kinds of speech defects and they 
may be due to several different 
causes. 
Within the last thirtv 
y ears a number of phy sicians and 
clinics have taken this up as a 
specialty and are able to make 
g reat improvements in the con­ 
dition. 
One g roup of causes consists of 
org anic defects. Sometimes this is

deafness or partial deafness, some­ 
times dental defects, cleft palate, 
etc. These are perhaps the easiest 
of all to improve because there is 
such a definite method of approach 
indicated. 
Every one knows the 
peculiar monotonous tone of speech 
of the person who has been deaf 
since childhood, and y et it is as­ 
tonishing how often parents and 
teachers both fail to recog nize a 
moderate amount of deafness suffi­ 
cient to produce this form of 
speech. In childhood a g reat deal 
of this can be corrected by the 
teaching of lip reading , to which 
the child is more responsive than 
the adult. 


Correcting Dental Defects 


The correction of dental defects 
is perhaps the most hopeful of all 
methods 
of 
curing 
abnormal 
speech. Of course, after the dental 
defect is corrected, the child has 
to be re-educated in correct phona­ 
tion. .Nowadays cleft palate bring s 
quite a hig h percentag e of suc­ 
cessful results in the hands of a 
skilled plastic surg eon. 
The 
second 
larg e 
g roup 
of 
speech defect* are known as func­ 
tional. In these there is either im­ 
perfect perception or control of 
the processes of utterance in spit« 
of norma] org ans of speech. Som« 
of these are delay ed speech, lall- 
ing , lisping , repeating the same 
word and aphasia. 
Aphasia, of cours« in older 
people, is du« to org anic disease 
of the brain. In children, with 
whom we are concerned in this ar­ 
ticle, it is usually due to lack of 
attention. 
In the aeveral other 
forms of speech defect listed, such 
as lalüng , repeating , there may 
be some lack of mental develop­ 
ment at the root of the trouble. 


May Be Imitation 
In other cases, especially as in 
lisping , the orig in is likely to be 
imitation. There are few reg ular 
functions which we perform which 
are so easily influenced by imita­ 
tion as speech. 
The third g roup of speech dis­ 
orders is usually considered psy ­ 
chog enic. The principal ex ample 
of this is sum m ering . In nearly 
all the clinics for speech re-educa­ 
tion and correction, the treatment

THERE ARE many different 
kinds of speech defects and they 
may be due to several different 
causes. 
Within the last thirty 
years a number of physicians and 
clinics have taken this up as a 
specialty and are able to make 
great improvements in the con­ 
dition. 
One group of causes consists of 
organic defects. Sometimes this is

deafness or partial deafness, some­ 
times dental defects, cleft palate, 
etc. These are perhaps the easiest 
of all to improve because there is 
such a definite method of approach 
indicated. 
Everyone knows the 
peculiar monotonous tone of speech 
of the person who has been deaf 
since childhood, and yet it is as­ 
tonishing how often parents and 
teachers both fail to recognize a 
moderate amount of deafness suffi­ 
cient to produce this form of 
speech. In childhood a great deal 
of this can be corrected by the 
teaching of lip reading, to which 
the child is more responsive than 
the adult 


Correcting Dental Defects 


The correction of dental defects 
is perhaps the most hopeful of all 
methods 
of 
curing 
abnormal 
speech. Of course, after the dental 
defect is corrected, the child has 
to be re-educated in correct phons- 
tion. Nowadays cleft palate brings 
quite a high percentage of suc­ 
cessful results in the hands of a 
skilled plastic surgeon. 
The second 
large group 
of 
speech defects are known as func­ 
tional. In these there is either im­ 
perfect perception or control of 
the processes of utterance in spite 
of normal organs of speech. Some 
of these are delayed speech, Jail­ 
ing, lisping, repeating the same 
word and aphasia. 
Aphasia, of course In older 
people, is due to organic disease 
of the brain. In children, with 
whom we are concerned in this ar­ 
ticle, it is usually due to lack of 
attention. 
In the several other 
forms of speech defect listed, such 
as Jailing, repeating, there may 
be some lack of mental develop­ 
ment at the root of the trouble. 


May Be Imitation 
In other cases, especially as in 
lisping, the origin is likely to be 
imitation. There are few regular 
functions which we perform which 
are so easily influenced by imita­ 
tion as speech.

A. F.: “Is cataract caused by 
the blood, and can it be removed 
through blood absorption?”

W e 
do not know exactly the cause of 
cataract, but we do know that 
there are no blood changes. 
It 
must always be treated as a local 
disease. The danger is that much 
precious time will be wasted by 
the use of blood purifiers and pos­ 
sibly vision in th* eye will have 
degenerated during this time so 
that when removal of the cataract 
is made, the vision is nearly gone. 


H. H.: Will you please explain 
th* term “neurasthenia”? 
Answer: Literally,neurasthenia 
means tiredness of th* nerves. It 
WM a nam* invented to cover th# 
fatigue of some of the neurosea, 
but it has been found entirely in­ 
adequate and ta not employed any 
longer by most members of the 
medical profession. It is noUble 
that the fatigue of the neuroses is 
eomplained of most bitterly by 
those who do not do any work.

The registration will take 
place between 3 and 10 p. m. each 
day. 
Persons whose surnames begin 
with A through E are asked to 
register 
May 
4; 
those 
whose 
names start with F through K on 
May 5; I through R on May 6 and 
S through Z on May 7. 
By fol­ 
lowing this schedule rationing of­ 
ficials believe a better system of 
» igning up will be possible. 
Every member of the family 
must be registered, and any mem­ 
ber of the family who is more 
than 18 years of age may appear 
for the entire family. 
However, 
the person representing the fam­ 
ily must be able to answer numer­ 
ous questions, among them being 
name, 
address, 
height, 
weight, 
color of eyes, color of hair, age 
and sex. 
County Rationing Coordinator 
George D. McDowell pointed out 
several important provisions cov­ 
ering the registration. 
One con­ 
cerns the ‘family unit,’ this mean­ 
ing a group of two or more per­ 
sons consisting of all persons liv­ 
ing together in the same house­ 
hold 
(including persons tempo­ 
rarily absent therefrom) who are 
related 
by blood, 
marriage or 
adoption. 
Any person who is not a mem­ 
ber of a family unit, if he is tem­ 
porarily away from his home dur­ 
ing registration, may apply for 
his war ration book wherever he 
may be. Thus a traveling sales­ 
man who is not a member of a 
family unit may apply at any 
place he may be at the time of 
registration. 
A person who is a member of 
a family unit and who is tempo­ 
rarily absent from his home dur­ 
ing registration should not apply 
for his owrn war ration book sep­ 
arately; 
the 
person 
applying 
should also apply for him. 
If a person 18 years of age or 
over has left home to attend col­ 
lege, he should apply for and get 
his owrn book in the town where 
he is residing during the school 
year.

A person is entitled to a war 
ration book although he may eat 
all his meals at a restaurant, 
boarding house, or similar place, 
and has no present intention of 
buying any sugar. 
Mr. McDow’ell pointed out Fri­ 
day that each person is permitted 
to have two pounds of sugar for 
which no stamps will be removed 
from the first ration book. That 
is a family of five may have 10 
pounds of sugar in its home with­ 
out losing any of its stamps. 
If 
there are 
more than 
two 
pounds of sugar in the house for 
each individual, stamps will be 
taken from the ration book to 
cover up to six pounds. If there is 
more than six pounds in the house 
for each member, an application 
should be filed for a ration book, 
but none will be issued. 
Ration 
stamps may be

in any retail store in the nation; 
may be used only by or for the 
person named and described in 
the book; must be kept in a safe 
place and properly used; if lost, or 
mutilated this should be report­ 
ed at once to the rationing board;
